Claim 1 (currently amended) A split folding seat assembly for mounting to a 
vehicle floor comprising a pair of passenger seats which may be independently folded 
from a seating position to a cargo position and back with a minimum of effort for use in a 
vehicle providing a split folding seat assembly in which the scat cushion is moved 
forward and downward into the passenger foot area and the seat back is moved forward 
and downward into the space previously occupied bv the seat cushion providing a flat 
loadfloor over a cargo areaand the seat back consisting essentially of oompriaing in 
cooperative combination: 

a pai r of seat cushion frames, each of said seat cushion frames being moveably mounted 
by their front edges to a pair of legs, and said pair of seat cushion frames rear edges 
moveably mounted to a corresponding pair of seat back frames by a pair of seat folding 
links and frirther each said seat cushion frame having a seat cushion mounted thereon; 
two pair of seat legs having one end of each of said two pair of seat legs moveably 
mounted to the front edge of each of said seat cushion frames and the other end of each of 
saidtwo pair of seat legs moveably mounted to a vehicle floor, 

a pair of seat back frames, each of said seat backframes being moveably mounted on 
their bottom edges to the rear edge of the corresponding seat cushion frame by a pair of 
seat folding links^ and further attached by tfaeir bottom edges by a pair of hinges to a pair 
of parallel seattraoks, andfurther each of said pair of seat back frames having a head 
restraint mounting member to which are attached a desired number of head restraints and 
each of said seat back fr-ames having a seat back cushion mounted thereon; and 
a pair of parallel tracks, fixedly mounted to a vehicle floor, for each of said pair of 
passenger seats having a seat back frame mounted thereto by means of a hinge allowing 
the seat backs to be independently moved laterally along the pair of parallel tracksduring 
the folding and unfolding of each of said passenger seat s; tfaorob>^ providing a aplit 
folding o e at aoo e mbly in which th e s e at ouohion io mov e d forward and downward into th e 
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paoaongor foot area and the o e at baokio mov e d forward and downward into the apaoo 
proviouflly oooupiod by tho aoot ouohion providingaflatloadfloorovoraoargoaroaand 
the s eat baok . 

Claim 2 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 1 wherein, at least one ofsaid seat back frames has an additional head restraint 
support member. 

Claim 3 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 1 wherein, at least one storage compartment is mounted below at least one of said 
pair of seat c ushion frame s. 

Claim 4 (previously presented) The Sfdit folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 1 wherein, said split folding seat assembly is mounting on a vehicle floor having a 
configuration allowing said split folding seat assembly when in a folded position to 
provide a cargo surface contiguous with the vehicle cargo floor. 

Claim 5 (currently amended) A split folding and reclining seat assembly for 
mounting to a vehicle floor comprising a pair of passenger seats which may be 
independently folded from a seating position to a cargo position and back with a 
minimum of effort for use in a vehicle providing a split folding seat assembly in which 
the seat cushion i s moved forward and downwani into the passenger foot area and the 
seat back is moved forward and downward into the space previously occupied by the seat 
cushion providing a flat load floor over a cargo area and the seat back consisting 
essentially of comprisin g in cooperative combination: 

a pair of seat cushion frames, each of said seat cushion firames being moveably mounted 

their front edges to a pair of legs, and said pair of seat cushion fi'ames rear edges 
moveably mounted to a corresponding pair of seat back frames by a pair of seat folding 
links and &rther each said scat cushion frame having a seat cushion mounted thereon; 
two pair of seat legs having one end of each ofsaid two pair of seat legs moveably 
mounted to the front edge of each of said seat cushion frames and the other end of each of 
said two pair of seat legs moveably mounted to a vehicle floor. 
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a pai r of seat back frames, each of said seat back frames being moveably moimted on 
their bottom edges to the rear edge of the corresponding seat cushion frame by a pair of 
seat folding links^ and further attached by their bottom edges by a pair of folding and 
reclining hinges to a pair of parallel seattracks^ and further each of said pair of seat back 
frames havingaheadrestraintmounting member to which are attached a desired number 
of head restraints and each of said seat back frames having a seat back cushion mounted 
thereon; and 

a pair of parallel tracks^ fixedly mounted to a vehicle floor, for each of said pair of 
passenger seats having a seat back frame mounted thereto fay means of a hinge allowing 
the seat backs to be independently moved laterally along the pair of parallel tracksduring 
the folding and unfolding of each of said passenger seatsj

Claim 6 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 5 wherein, at least one of said seat backframes has an additional head restraint 
support member. 

Claim 7 (previously presented) The sjJit folding seat assemUy as claimed in 
Claim 5 wherein, at least one storage compartment is mounted below at least one of said 
pair of seat cushion frame s. 

Claim 8 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 5 wherein, said S|4it folding seat assembly is mounting on a vehicle floor having a 
configuration allowing said split folding seat assembly when in a folded position to 
provide a cargo surface contiguous with the vehicle cargo floor. 

Claim 9 (currently amended) A folding seat assembly for mounting to a vehicle 
floor comprising a passenger seat which may be folded from a seating position to a cargo 
position and back with a minimum of effort for use in a vehicle providing a folding seat 
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assembly in which the seat cushion is moved forward and downward into the passenger 
footarea and the seat backis moved forward and downward into the space p^viously 
ocoxipied bv the seat cushion providing a flat load floor over the seat back consisting 
essentially of oomprioing in cooperative combination: 

a seat cushion fiame, said seat cushion frame being moveably mounted by its front edge 
to a pair of legs, and said seat cushion frame rear edge moveably mounted to a 
corresponding seat back frame by a seat folding link and further said seat cushion frame 
having a seat cushion mounted thereon; 

a pair of seat legs having one end of each of sfdd seat legs moveably mounted to the front 
edge of said seat cushion frame and the other end of each of said legs moveably mounted 
to a vehicle floor, 

a seat back frame, said seat back frame being moveaUy mounted on its bottom edge to 
the rear edge of the corresponding seat cushion frame by a u-shapedseatfoldinglink, and 
further attached by its bottom edge by a pair of hinges to a pair of parallel seattracks,and 
further said seat backframe having a head restraintmountingmembertowhichis

Claim 10 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim9wherein,saidseat backframe hasat least one additional headrestraintsupport 
member. 

Claim 1 1 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 9 wherein, a storage compartment is moimted below said seat cushion frame . 
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12 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in Claim 9 
wherein, said folding seat assembly is mounting on a vehicle floor having a configuration 
allowing said folding seat assembly when in a folded position to provide a cargo surface 
level with the vehicle cargo floor. 

13 (currently amended) A folding and reclining seat assembly for mounting to a 
vehicle floor comprising a passenger seat which may be folded from a seating position to 
a cargo position and back with a minimum of effort for use in a vehicle providing a split 
folding seat assembly in which the seat cushion is moved forward and downward into the 
TOSsengcr foot area and the seat back is moved forward and downward into the stjacc 
previously occupied by the seat cushion providing a flatload floor over a cargo area and 
the seat back consisting essentially of compri s ing in cooperative combination: 

a seat cushion frame, said seat cushion frame being moveably mounted fay its front edge 
to a pair of legs, and said seat cushion frame rear edge moveably mounted to a 
corresponding seat back frame by a seat folding linkand further said seat cushion frame 
having a seat cushion mounted thereon; 

a pair of seat legs having one end of each of said seat legs moveably mounted to the front 
edge of said seat cushion firame and the other end of each of said legs moveably mounted 
to a vehicle floor; 

aseatbackframe, said seat back frame being moveably mounted on its bottom edge to 
the rear edge of the corresponding seat cushion frame by a u-shapedseatfoldinglink, and 
further attached by its bottom edge by a pair of folding and reclining hinges to a pair of 
parallel seattracks, and further said seat backframehavingaheadrestraint mounting 
member to which is attached a head restraint and said seat back frame having a seat back 
cushion mounted thereon; and 

a pair of parallel tracks^ fixedly mounted to a vehicle floor, for said passenger seat having 
a seat back frame mounted thereto by means of a hinge allowing the seat back to be 
independently moved laterally along the pair ofparalleltracks during the folding and 
vinfolding of said passenger seat^

wherein, said seat back frame has at least one additional head restraint support member. 

Claim 15 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 13 wherein,astoragecompartmentis mounted below said seat cushion frame. 

Claim 16 (previously presented) The split folding seat assembly as claimed in 
Claim 13 wherein, said folding seat assembly is mounting on a vehicle floor having a 
configuration allowing said folding seatassembly when in a folded position to provide a 
cargo suilaoe level with the vehicle cargo floor. 
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
